ta marry a Miſer poſſeſſed with all (he goodes of the wozlde,ba+ 
ted and ill ſpoen of foz his vices . Feare not then Valeria, to fol 
lowe thy determination, and to put in pole what thou ha@ pas- 
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AY bewzate her loue to Siluanus,ſeking fa; 


veccaſton and time meete foz her purpoſe, and although there re- 
matneo in her, a certain natural ſhamefaſtneſſe w er vith matdens 
are commonlie accompanied, whtch foz a time did cloſe her mouth, 
and made her to deferre the time of her deſolued minde, pet in the 
end thzoughly pecſwaded in her intent, ſhe ſent one of her maidens, 
willing Sduanus to come & ſpcake with her, about certaine affaires 
thatſhe bad to (iplop htm: The maid haning finiſhed her meage, 
there could neuer indie topfull newes happen to Siluanus, who en- 
tryng the chamber of Valeria, with tremblpng heart after he had 
done his regerence, with great feare and Haſhefullneſſe (ated, fo;

aſtaires, A ſhall my ſelfe the mot happieſt man in the woꝛld, 
if my trauaile t diligence,might any wates do pon ſeraice,be it that 
therein J ſhould offer o2 ſacrifice mine honour 03 life, crauing no 
greater beneſſte fo: the ſatiſtaction of al mp conteatattons xetetu

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bim alde inte a windowe.Lone had fo cloſed bp ber moatbe,that the

Thinke not Siluanus, that J am the friend of Foztune, 4 
p:actiſe pleaſure alone without vertue, fo2 it is modeſty that com 
maundeth me, and honeſty is the guide of mp concetp's,ſwearing E 
p;oteſfing by the Almighty God, that neuer man ſhall touch V ale- 
ria, extept it be in Mariage, and he that otherwiſe would aſſaple me, 
JI dave a heart that hall eucoorage my hands to Saccifice my life, 
And now Siluanus,tfyau will not thinke me moze pzodigall of mp 
pꝛeſent, then pour fancie will ſerue pon to take in good part, bebsid, 
it is yon that J haue choſen ſoʒ mp ſponſe and lopall duſband . And 
although J had determined ta diſſemble that, which now J bane laf- 
ed open vnto pon, pet repoſing mp ſelte in pour vertue and honeſty, 
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SapphoDuke 
narchp of the woꝛlde. The which lone if till this time J haue delaied 
to open, J beſeech pou Padame,to impute it to the greatnes of pour 
eſtate, and to the duety ofmy calling, but now fo: aſmuch as by 
pott owne motion, grace, courteſie and grrat liberality the ſame is 
pꝛoft tre d, and that of pour owne bouutp, it pleaſethj you to accept 
me loꝛ poars: J humblie beſœch pou, not to diſpoſe of mee as of a 
huſband but as of one which both is and ſhall be pear ſeruant foz e⸗ 
uer. Thus ſaid he, taking her by the hand, killed it with great veno- 
tion, his tongue and wits were forapt and tied: As the Ladie per- 
fe aly perceiued this altcration,and (&ing it to pꝛoctxde of lone, re- 
plied on this manner. 

Then mp Siluanus, there nedeth at his pꝛeſent no farther cir- 
cnmTtance,but foz that J am well afared, there are ſome that wil be 
off ended with my choice, but eſpecially the Dake my Father, who 
will concetue ſome great diſpleaſure againſt mee: there reſteth then 
that this our contraa bee hep: very ſecret, vntill it pleaſe GD D 
to appoint the time, that the reſt of our determinatto.1s, may with- 
oat daunger be conſumate and accompliſhed, In the meane time, 
truſting that pour deſtre is godly, and þ the friendſhip vou pꝛetend 
to beate me,is founded byõ bertue and to be conc ud ed by mariage, 
receiue me ſeꝝ pour (pauſe aud ſanull wile.pou ſh ul banc ſach part 
in mee, as without any regard to the obedience and duty that q owe 
to my Parents I am pours being ra ao x diſpoſed to abep pou, ſa 
far as mp honour map permit me. 

Thele two loaers now grounding themſelues, the oac in the o⸗ 
thers fidelity, could not ſo cunningly diſſemble 4 cloke their affeai- 
ons, but that it was eaſfip perceiaed by their ſecret glaunces, and 
countenances conueied fram one to other (and as wee haue & ]d:0- 
uerbe) it is ill haulting befo:e a creeple) ſo there were manie about 
the Court. that were ſo well fudted in the Schoole of Lone, that they 
were able to haue commenced Paiſers ot art and could caſfly con- 
tecture from whence thoſe rowling lookes did pꝛocted, that bee ing 
now aſſured of that which befoze, was but ſuſpected, the bꝛuite was 
ſpzead about the Courte of the loue that was befwene Siluanus and 
Valeria, that in the ende it came to the Dake ber fathers care who 
fakyng the matter verie grenouſly, that bis daughter to whome 
the inheritance of the Dakedome re nained after his 
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in paine of his life, within twenty votes he ſhould depart ſbe Court. 
and neuer aſter to be ſene within the turiſdiaions of the Oukevome 
of Vaſconta. 

Valeria now haning intelligence what had happened, bad no 
lcaſare to vere 02 molef? her ſelfe, when time rather requtrcd 8 ſpe⸗ 
die remedie, fo; the incountering of thoſe miſhappes, dt uiſed with 
Siluanus to comey her ſelfe ama, contented rather to lius in the fel- 
lowſhip of an honeſt toning buſband, with whom ſher ſhonld bolde 
faithfall x lopall company, with what effate and Foꝛtune ſoever it 
might pleaſe God to appoint, then to liue without him, beantified 
wity the graces and fwliſh names ofhonour and pzeheminence. 

Siluanus, contented to ſatilfie her deſire, ith the hazard of bis 
life. y&lbed to her requeſt, and befo;e the twenty dajes were expired, 
focleancly conueied himſelſe and Valerya a way, that when they 
were miſſing,the Dake wil not which wapes to ſends after them. 
Wheretoze in a great ſury, he ſpared not to ſende ont great compa- 
nies, which poſting eaery way,made enquirp t ſcarch after thF, but 
all in baine:fo; Siluanus bad (o diſg uiſed himielſe and Valeria, thaf 

without anp manner cf trouble, thep quietly paſſed the country,9 
baning fred themſelues fro ont þ daunger ofthe Dnke,veſtring that 
þ dap of their mariage might now be p2effred, the which by mutual 
conſent, was pꝛeii ny de(ermined,4 by great Foꝛtune ꝝ rather cd 
buctio by the pzoniverice of god the happened to arrine in the coun 
trye Aillage where Duke Sappho that was father to Siluanus , bad 
remained al this while Sexten of the Pariſh. In this village becauſe 
it was a place free fr5 reſozt,wherbp they might remaine unknown, 
and in the better ſafety,tbey purpoſed aſwell to celcbꝛate their Pa- 
riagr,as fo: a time to make thetr aboade till matters were better 
qui eted, 2 that they might at leaſure reſolue, what courſe were beff 
fo: them to take, S11umuvs nowe hauing conferred with the Þ2teſf, 
the Pariage dap was appointed, whcre the pie belrpnger taking 
the view of this new married couple, ſel in great liking of Siluanus, 
not fo: that be knew dim to be bis ſon , fo; thcrof he could hane no 
mã ner ofſaſpiti6, aſwell fo; that he deemed be had bin deuoured in 
woods, by ſome wild beaſt, as alſo becauſe bis name was chaunged, 
but whether it were by the inſtig ation oz ſecrecie of nature,oz others 
wiſe by the wil x pleaſure of God, to bing to paſſe that, which after- 
wards happened in eſted, tbis pooze Sexten I ſay lead by the ſecret 


motion ot his owne affections,p;cffered Siluanus that if his ſcruice 
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might any w ries fandhim in fade (fo; that be was a ſtraunger in 
the place )be ſhonld vſe him in any re ſpea, and ſhould finde him rea- 
1 ſach ſtead, as his phie ability might any waies 
8 like caſe hauing fozxotten his Father, being ſepera · 
ted from him in his infancie,vet nothing deſpiling bis triendiy offer, 
ecaued his helpe foz the hyꝛing ofa Chamber, fo: (ome reaſonable 
rent, till time that he might better pꝛouide fo: bimſelfe, The Serten 
berp glad that he had (a go? opportunity to pleaſure him. bought 
htm with his wife to his owae houſe, where he lodged him in the beit 
roame that he had, p2ofering not onsly bis houſe, but al that was in 
it to be at their diſpoſt:ion and pleaſare, This new mar ried couple, 
now gladzing and ſpozting themlelues, with all ſach ſweet imbvzaces 
ments, as thep can better deſcribe which haue bin poſſeſſed with the 
like delights:but as ſome wil (ap, it is the in ins part to be fir wea- 
ried in thoſe Weneriall ſpoꝛts, ſo Siluanus hauing now well feaffed 
bimſeife, with that ſwete repaſt, had leaſure to bethinke him of bis 
owne eſtate : began inwardly to growe into great ſazrow and hea- - 
nineſte, not ſo mach fs: himſelle, as fo; bis wife, who fo; bis ſake had 
diſpoſed her ſelle from ſa great honour, abandoning ber friends con 
tented to p#1d her ſelle a thꝛall to Fortune. 

Thele cogitations did ſo nip him that be could not ſo well diſſem· 
ble his griefe,bat that his wife percetued ſome diſquietneſſe in his 
minds, and therefoze berp grieuouſly ſhe demaunded oſ him, to ſhew 
her the caaſe of his diſcontentment, which by outward appearance, 
ſ@med inwardly ſo much to moleſt him. . 

Siluanus hearing bis Ladies requeſt, aunſwerod in this wiſe, my 
deare wile, the ſweeteſt companion that euer man did poſſeſte, fo2 ſo 
much as von ſo earneſtiy deſtre to baderffand, what it is that ſa 
mach withdzaweth my delights,J will not let to bewzate the truth. 
which is this, when J coaſtver with my ſelfe, of your pꝛeſent eftats 
and condition, who from the tippe and beight of dignity, haue not 
ſpared fo; mp ſake to ſurrender your ſelfe, to become a ſubtea to ail 
mith appes, beſteged on eaery fide, with the ſutute aTaaltes of ozdi- 
nary tuns: it maketh me therefozz haus greater care, by what 
meanes J might indeauaut my ſelfe, to maintaine : continue pout 
elkate-though not accozding to pour wozthines « calling, pet aceoz- 
ding to pour wel contentment and liking. And hertupon conceining 
um head dinerſe tmaginatigus, no meanes but one in my fancls | 
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ſ@meth belt, which is, that J goe to the Coart of the Emperolid 
Claudius, toho ac this pꝛeſent is leading a greate bande to encounter 
the Curke, at whoſe hands J doubt not, but to receius ſome good en- 
tertainement, and beſides the honour and reputation, J map gaine 
bp good deſerte, I may likewiſe reape ſuch lining and good liking of 
the Emperoar,that in deſpight of Fo:tunes teeth, we may line heres 
after a quiet and honourable life,to our greate toy and comfozt. But 
when JI did conſider the beloued companie of pou deare wiſe, J fea- 
red to bea that, which now J haue diſcloſed, not knowing in 
what part pou wold take it, that J ſhuld ſo ſodainely depatt. Lo here 
the cauſe of my diſq uietneſſe, which pou deſire ſo inſtantly to know. 

The Lady which was wile, perct iuing the great loae that her 
baſband did bears her, when he bad ſfated himſelle from talke, with 
glad and merry countenance, aunſwered in this wiſe. 

Ah Siluanus,the exempler of all vertue and gentleneſſe, let death 
and faztane do what they liff, foz J count my ſelfe moze then ſatiſi- 
ed of all that is paſt, by the onelp entoping of pour pꝛeſence, conten · 


ting mp ſelfe to be a partaker of yaur miſfo:tunes, 4 haue no doubt. 


but that J tan ſo moderate my affections, that during my life J will 
reſt better confented with that which your ability wil permit, be it 
nener ſo meane,then otherwiſe to bee honoured with names and ti- 
tles of nobility in P2incely ace oz pozt baning not pour p:eſence. 
Diſquiet not your ſelfe therefoze,but perſeuer in your determinatt- 
on, and that ſo:rowe which ih ul aſſaile me by reaſon of pour abſence 
I will werten and lenefie with contentation to ſ@ pour co:mmenda- 
ble delire appeaſed:x the pleaſant memoꝛp of paurvaliant factes hal 
beguile mp penſtue thoughts, boping that our next meeting ſhull be 
mo2e iopful e glad, th this our parting ſhal be either heauie oz (ad, 

The Ladies aunſwer did wonoerfully quiet the mind of Siluanus, 
aud calling his hoſt the Serten bato him, whom he bad made per- 
taker of bis determinations, he departed, leauing his wife ſuch mo- 
nie and Jewels as they had remaining: and comming ts the Court 
of the Smperour Claudius, he was very wel intertained, and the ra- 
ther foz that the Emperour had great n«de of men to ſupply his ar- 
mie, which had ſuſtained ſundzp conflicts ano diuers ouerthꝛowes, 
fo; ie Tur ke did wonderfully incraach vpon the Emperour ,x bad 
Citios, Towns, and Caſtles from him, t was like ene- 
rp dap moze fo pzenaile then other,that now the Emperoar began 
V of the Souldiers 
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bim in his warres: Foz in ftrede of Experience, UNaliaunte, and Po- 
licte)which thꝛte ought to be gouernours commannders and chefe 
officers in a Campe) he was glad topzeferre Wainglozie , Fooliſh» 
hardineſTe and Raſhaeſſe : Simple ſottes that were moꝛe fitter to 
waite in Gentlewomans chambers, then to be made Captaines, 03 
leaders in the warres. 

The Emperoar now ſanding in great diſtreſſe foz want ot men, 
foz thoſe that he had made greateſt accompt of inthe time of peace, 
were now able fo ffand him in no ſtede in the time of warrcs : and 
thoſe that had bzaned it by and downe the Coort in the new cut(s, 
ſtrange faſhions, thcir haire friſeled, looking with ſach grilly and 
terrible countenaunces, enough to make a wiſeman beleve they 
were cleane out of their wittes, now in the time of warres , were 
glad ts runne onder a Gentlewomans Farthingall to bide them. 

The Emperour( Jſap) being thus perplered, called to bis re- 
membzance the iniurie that he had done Sappho, whom be had ba- 
niched, onely to ſatiſfis the willes of thoſe that were about him, 
which be knew did hats dim moze of ſpight , then fo; any occaſion 
the Duke had giaen , Without any farther delate there ſoꝛe, the 
Emperour ſent ſandzie mellengers into enery part of Chziftendom 
to make inquirte, that whe ſo euer could finde the Dake , ſhould be 
wozthtip recompenced,e thoſe were ſpꝛead th:ough 
euery Region, in Citie, Towne, and Uillage. In ſo much that in 
this Pariſh where the Duke remained Herten (as you haue beard 
(the telt made inquirie on Sondap in the Church, as the cu» 
ſtoms is) that where as about fonretene oꝛ fiſtne pearcs ſithence, 
the Duke of Mantona was baniſhed by the Emperour , which 
was pzocures rather by enate , then fo; any deſert, as now it was 
pzwned, who ſo ever therfoze could giue any intelligence of the ſame 


by the Emperour, 
did thinke it moꝛe better 
to lie till in his Sertens rome , where be remained witbout en- 
nie , then to become againe the Dake of Mantona , ſabiec to the 
ſpight of batefull perſons, But calling to his minde bis wife and 
daughter, which he thought remained pet aline ( be knew 
not here and foz the great lone that he bare to Siluanus, whole 
wilr remained in his bouſe ( as you heard) (&ing that Foztans ol 
fered him ſo god opoꝛtunitie to pleaſure them,onelp fo; their ſakes, 
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reſolned himſelle to goe fo tho Emperour. But firſf eomfoꝛting his 
geſt Valeria, whom foz a time be ſhould leane in bis houſe , onely 
with ſuch ſernants as her ſelle had about her: he tolde ber that be 
was well aTyred where fo finde this Dake, that was ſo much in- 
quired after,and that he doubted not, (it it were but in reſpect of his 
gend newes) be ſhould wozke Siluanus, her buſvand into ſome cre⸗ 
dit with the Duke, who might likewiſe pꝛocure bis better pꝛefer · 
ment with the Emperour. 

And thus the Sexten departed,ano with all congenience came to 
the Court of the Emperour , to whom when he had made himielſe 
knowne,be was moſt honourably recetned,and great toy ⁊ gladnes 
was made th:zonghout the whole Court: the Emperoar now in 
confideratis ofthe tniarie he had done him did not onely re ſtoꝛe him 
to his fozmer rome and dignitie, but alſo aduaunced him in bonour 
and eſfimation,to be pzeftrred befo2e all other next vito bimſelfe. 

Chus after man benefits recciued of the Emperour, the Dake 
pzepared himſelfe, accompanied with many his friends, to goe to 
the Emperours Campe,of the which he was made Generall wherg 
be knew well how to behaae himſelfe,and giuing out new o2dinaty, 
ces, he appointed ter taine ſach as he himſelle knew wozthy ,'t gaus 
them charge,anngtt the ref, ſaing Silvanus who all this while res 
mained in the Campe, whom the Dake did bery well know, al- 
though Siluanus did little ſuſpect that a paze Sexten of a Pariſh, 
ſhould become a General to an Emperours arme. The duke per- 
ceining himſelle to be bnknowne to Siluanus , was contented fo ta 
remaine ſoꝛ a tume. hut yet deſirous to foe what was in him, he gaue 
him the leading of certaine hoꝛſemen, with the which Sꝛluanus ſer- 
wed ſo baliantly, and therewithall had ſo happie ſucceſſe, that euery 
man ertolled vp to the heauens, the woꝛthineſſe of S1luanus. This 
pleaſed theDuke paing wel,x the Dake hauing now ſundzy times 
incountred with the power of the Turkes, 4 bad giuen them man 
ouerthzowes, be was now pzeparing a great fozce,foz the recouerie 
of the Citie of Cayoe, the which the Tarkes had taken befoze from 
the Emperour. And calling Siluanas bato him, he ſaid: God grant 
poung Gentleman, that pour end agree with your god beginning, 
then making Siluanus to knele , he dubbed him knight, and made 
him Colonel! of twentie Enũgnes. 

Siluanus after he had done bis reuerencs, thanked the Duke of 
the honour and fagour,which it had pleaſed him to do him, pom 


like attempts Siluanus fill hewed bimſelfe ſo noble and valiant, 
that his pꝛatſe and renowme was ſounded in euer y place, 

The Due now hauing reconered againe all ſuch cities totones, 
and other Foztes,which the Tarke had befoze taken from the Em; 
perour, and therewithall had baniſhed the Tarkes from ont the 
bounds and boꝛders of the Empire, and a League agred vpon be»

all ſratyng his talke, but pet by bis geffure and 
raged, that he ſemed like a man that were beſides him

Rowing the operation of his powder , for the great loue he bare 
te Agatha, went to the vault where ſhe was entombed , about 
the houre that he knew ſhe ſhould awake . When after ſome
